to preserve order. 

Sir Charles Dilke, Under Foreign Secre- 
tary, announced that none of the great pow- 
ers had made any representations concern- 
ing Earl Dufferin’s mission. The Porte had 
made a representation, but the Government 
had sent a satifactory explanatory note stat- 
ing no change in the diplomatic relations was 
intended, and with that assurance Turkey 
had expressed herself well satistied, and the 
debate on the cloture was then resumed. Sir 
Win. Vernon. Harcourt, Liberal, moved as 
an amendment to the measure that 
it should require five-eighths 
of the members present on any occasion yo 
put this cloture in operation. Gladstone ob- 
jected to this amendment. It was substan- 
tially the same as that fora two-thirds ma- 
jority which the House had voted down. 
it was open to the same objections as the 
previous amendment and was but little less 
objectionable.

The measure if adopted will involve an aa- 
ditional expenditure by the Government of 
2,850,000 marks, of which sum Prussia and 
those States which furnish contingents to 
the army of Prussia will contribute 1,750,000 
marks. 

POSTAL SUPPLIES. 

Postal officials estimate that the surplus 
for the postal telegraph service for the fiscal 
year 1883-1884 will be increased 1,503,000 
marks over the previous year. 

Holland. 

Paris, November 3.—The Dutch Govern- 
ment has modified its East Indian budget in 
several respects. Among these changes are 
the lowering in its estimate of the price of 
coffee to twelve cents per half kilogramme 
and increasing its estimates of the sales of 
coffee in Holland 932,000 picoles. The Colo- 
nial Minister does not participate in the 
prevailing disgust concerning the unfavor- 
able condition of the Indian finances, and 
urges that Government to continue to con- 
struct railways as heretofore. The recent 
measures have had the effect of putting an 
end to the Atchin rebellion. The Netherland

The National Liberals.—The party which wants 
tosupport Bismarck as much as possible, but 
wishes at the same time to make the people be- 
lieve they are liberal. 

Secessionisis—Men who belongea formerly to 
the National Liberals and seceded because they 
love liberty a little more than Bismarek. This is 
the youngest of all parties, being only about two 
years old. 

Progressists—This is the really Liberal party. 
They arefor progress im every way, and have 


been the greatest antagonists of Bismarck’s policy 


in the last six years. The party is led by men like 
Virchow, the greatest light in the medical firma- 
ment. 

The Guelphs—These are the adherents of the 
Prince of Cumberland—the son of the blind King 
of Hanover—and only recruit themselves in the 
Province of Hanover.

Mutterings of 


The vexed question of freightage is one in 
which the mereantile community is deeply 
interested. For time out of mind the mer- 
chants have been the victims of freight dis- 
criminations. by which other towns have 
profited to our loss. The Exchange has es- 
tablished freight bureaus to grapple with the 
problem. Again and again has concertec action 
been asked among shippers, and yet the dis- 
criminaiions continue, and when the evil is 
remedied at one point it breaks out in an- 
other. After much labor and wear and tear 
of mind the discriminations made against St. 
Louis by the Eastern pooled lines have been 
put into shape and submitted to a committee; 


which is cheering, although the discrimina- 
tions continue. Ithas been for three years 
impossible to ship goods to the Pacifie coast 
at rates which will permit St. Louis mer- 
chants to compete with Chicago, and our mer- 
chandise has been going to New York and 
thence by sailing vessel to San Francisco at a 
less rate than the Pacific Road would give 
from St. Louis to the Western coast. <As if 
this was not a sufficiently deplorable condi- 
tion of_affairs, the Gould Southwestern sys- 
tem, which has hitherto been supposed to be 
a peculiarly and particularly St. Louis system, 
is beginning to take a slice of the pie itself 
and give this city the _ go-by for 
the benefit of Chicago and New England. 
St. Louis has acquired such an unfortunate 
reputation for long suffering that even its 
own lines are beginning to take advantage of 
its mercantile good nature. Atleast that is 
the theory propounded upon the Cotton Ex- 
change, where the members are becoming ex- 
ceeding wrath at the action of the Lron Moun- 
tain road and its connections. A comunittee 
has been appointed to look into the question, 
and although its original purpose 
was to investigate the Eastern discrimina- 
tions against this city, it will turn its atten- 
tion upon the sudden and unlooked-for as- 
sault which is made upon our rear. 

Said a prominent member of the Cotton 
Exchange, an ex-president of that body, to a 
reporter to-day : ‘Yes, we have every reason 
peters of the action of the people in 
control of the Lron Mountain Raliroaa, and 
in fact of the whole Southwest- 
ern system, because while that corporation 
purports to be aSt. Louis line, itis hard at 
work injuring St. Louis trade as much as it 
possibly can. If the road means to continue 
its poses policy, no cotton factor can hope 
to do business in St. Louis—we will not be 
ay to stand the pressure—that is the y hole 
of it.” 

“What have they done?” 

‘“They have cut into our business by giving 
through bills of lading to New 
England points via Chicago, at 
less rates than can be. given by 
way of St. Louis. We have been foolish 
enough to believe that the road was operated 
in our interest, but it will do nothing for us. 
Understand me, we do not want discrimina- 
tions against other points, we simply ask 
even-handed justice. We want freight rates 
based on mileage and on nothing else, and 
surely we have a right to ask this of the 
Southwestern System which focuses at this 
point.’ 

“T have understood that there was some 
trouble about direct rates to New Orleans?” 

“Yes, from Texas points they are discrim- 
inating for New Orleans and against us 
again. In East Texas they are meking rates 
seventy-five cents less per bale to New 
Orleans than to St. Louis, and on the Guer- 
don to the Camden branch of the Iron Moun- 
tain Railroad they have established a 
rate of $1 75a bale to New Orleans and $3 25 
a bale to St. Louis, the latter being an abso- 
lutely prohibitory rate. They are sending 
cotton to Chieago for the New England spin- 
ners 25 cents cheaber than to St. Louis. 
Now, we have represented these facts to 
Mr. Hoxie, but he is_ so- full of 
business that he | is not able to 
examine them properly, and I suppose has 
handed them over to his assistants who are 
not as competent to pass upon them ashe is 
himself. I think it is highly probable that 
we will endeavor to have a conference with 
him some time soon and come to a definite 
understanding as to whether the _ pol- 
icy of the Southwestern system 
is to be hostile to St. Louis or not. The pres- 
ent attitude means war on the cotton men, 
anvhow,.”’ 

The cotton men are not the only ones who 
complain. People handling heavy freight, 
hardware, stoves, and the like, say that while 
they can get good rates for ear-load lots inte 
‘Texas, the rates for lots less than 
cear-loads are sO high as to be 
almost prohibitory. The result is 
that while at the beginning of the season, 
when the Texas and Louisiana merchants 
are 'aying in their stock for the season, St. 
Louis sells them very large amounts, on 
which it can take advantage of the ecar-load 
rates, later in each season these people go 
- Chicago and Cincinnati for their small or- 
acrs., 

_A reporter asked Mr. Filley, of the Execel- 
sior , Stove Vorks, what he thought 
of these complaints. “There is no 
doubt a very vexatious difference 
between car load rates ans. rates for smali 
lots,” said he, *“‘but Ldo not think it effects 
our Texas trade. The Texas trade is pecu- 
liar any way but we have found no difficulty 
in managing it;one must be prepared to do 
things a little different that is all. I lave 
been figuring on this freight question for 
some tine and Lreally must say, that I have 
not been botiered by these discriminations 
of which we hear so much. By going 
after the rate can get as 
good rates as Chicago gets, whether in Michi- 
gun, Minnesota, ‘Vexas or Louisiana. In 
Lexas, for instance, there is no such thing as 
owners’ risk. Any breakage on the ears is 
turned upon the railroad company, and any 
ian can go before a justice of the peace and 
tie up a locomotive or a train until a break- 
age of $25 worth of goods is settled for. I 
tried hard to get the heavy shippers of St 
Louis to unite with me in guaranteeing 
the Railway Companies against breakage 
but they would not do it, although we 
would have got _a greatly better rates if we 
had done so. Well I guarantee my own ship- 
mInents against breakages, and L «can’t con- 
plain of the rates I get through the South- 
west, I don’t believe that any Chieago firm 
gets any better figures than I do. And more 
than that, in the Northwest, I find that] 
cal get just as good rates as any house in 
Chicago, and so could any other firm that 
cares lo go after the business and get it. 
What | mean is a mileage rate.” 

‘I understand that you had a good deal of 
difficulty with the Union Paeifie?”’

ord in this court, he has conveyed to Mrs. 
Jaminet and her daughter Leontine valuable 
property amounting to four-fifths of all the 
property held by him prior 
to said conveyance and from $25,000 
to $30,000 in value; in consideration of which 
the judgment against him in said decree of 
divoree has been entered as fully satisfied 
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Mrs. Jaminet retaining the custody and care 
of the only child, Leontine. 

The plaintiff further

BURGLAR BATTLES. 


The English Law of Self-Defense in a 
Man’s Own House. 
From the London Spectator. 

The nights are beginning to eget and 

' the annua!!y recurring question, “What is to 
‘be done with our burglars?” again presses it- 
self on the attention of timid househo ders. 
it is alleged in some quarters that the exist- 
|ing law affords insufficient protection to vig- 
orous acts of self-defense, and much diss atis- 
‘faction is expressed with its assumed de- 
fects ;whilein others the notion seems to pre- 
vail that it is no erime ‘to take 
summary vengeance with the pis 
| tol ‘or the poker against 
any nocturnal trespasser. It may, therefore, 
not be unseasonable to point out what are the 
limits of the immunity which the law in Eng- 
land gives to measures of self-defense, when 


tacked. ‘There are two principles which 
seem to underlie most of the rules which 
are laid down in text-books and judi- 
eial decisions on this subject, The first 
is that a man is justified in repelling 
force by force. The sages of the Com- 
mon Law appear always to have treated 
‘the Gospel injunction to turn the other cheek 
| to the smiter as a counsel of perfection. Thus 
| it has long been a good plea to an action of 
| 


assault that the plaintiff first assaulted the 
defendant, who, “thereupon necessarily com- 
mitted the assault complained of, in his own 
defence.” »But here, a8 elsewhere, the law 
requires that there should be some proportion 
between provocation and retaliation; and, if 
the return blow were excessive in violence, 
or maliciously repeated, the P giving it 
would be liable both civilly and in dam- 
ages to the origina assailant 
and ¢riminally to the public for 
a breach of the peace. The rules which de- 
tine excusable homicide rest upon the same 
principle. -Except in some special cases of 
felony, a man may not kill his assailant, un- 
less he was himself at the moment in immi- 
nent danger of being killed. Even then, the 
act will amount to manslaughter, unless he 
can further show that before delivering the 
mortal blow he “retreated as far as he 
conveniently or safely could avoid 
the violence of the assault,” and did so, to 
adopt the quaint language of 
an old authority, ‘not  hctitious- 
in

ness of shedding his brother’s blood. rhe 
second principle, which is commonly embod- 
ied in the old legal maxim that a “mans 
house is his castle,’ justifies a man, although 
no violence has been offered to his person.

A REVOLUTION IN CARVING. 
New Methods and their Advantages— 
The Education of a Carver. 

Bill Nye in the Detroit Free Press. 

Speaking about carving, there is a pros- 
pect now that in our best circles, within a 
short time, the old custom of making the 
host demolish the kiln-dried poultry at dinner 
will become extinct, and that a servant at a 
side-board will take a hand saw and a can of 
nitro-glycerine and shatter the remains, thus 
giving the host a chance to chat with his 
guests instead of spattering them with dress- 
ing, and casting gloom and gravy over the 
company. 

Thisis a move for which I have long con- 
tended. It places the manual .labor of a 
dinner where it belongs, and relieves a man 
who should give his whole attention to the 
entertainment of his friends at table. 
You would not expect your host to take off 
his eoat and kill the fowl in your presence, 
in order to show you that it was all on the 
square, and it is not ecustemary to 
require the proprietor to peel the potatoes 
at table for his uests to prove 
that there is no put-up job abouts. 

Therefore I claim that the lamented hen 
may be thoroughly shattered ata side table 
by an athlete at $4 per week and still good 
faith toward the guests be maintained. If 
any one be doubtful or suspicious etiquette 
will permit him tostand by the side of the 
hireling carver and witness the inquest. Still 
it would be better fun for him to sit at the 
table, and ifthe parts given him are not sat- 
isfactory he can put them in his overshoes 
protem. and casually throw them out 
at the back door while the 
other guests are listening to the “Maiden’s 
Prayer” in the parlor. 

Under the new deal the host will enjoy the 
dinner much more than he used to with his 
thumb cut off and a quart of dressing in_ his 
lap. No man feels perfectly at home if he 
has to wrap up his eut finger in a rag and 
then scoop a lrandful of dressing out of his 
vest pocket. Few men are cool enough to do 
this, laughing heartily all the time and tell- 
ing some mirth-provoking anecdote mean- 
while. 

It is also annoying to have twenty guests 
ask for. the ‘‘dark meat, please,’” when there 
are only three animals cooked and neither 
one of them had a particle of dark meat 
about her person. nanan 1 have adopted 
the plan of segregating the fowl by main 
strength, using the fingers when necessary 
aod then wiping them in an off-hand manner 
on the table cloth.

‘This simplifies the 
matter and places me in a far more agreeable 
lace relative to the maces samy b 
My great success, however, in le 8 
mainly confined to the watermelon.

Now, my “at troubie with 
fowls is, that one day | have Nebraska 
chicken, and the next he 1 have to assas- 
sinate a Mormon Shanghai pullet, with high, 
expressive hip bones and amalgam paletot.

ARKANSAS POLITICS. 
Governor-Elect J. H. Berry Talks on 
the Coming Election. 


Hon. J. H. Berry, Governor-elect of Ar- 
kansas, is temporarily stopping in the city. 
He was the Democratic candidate at the late 
election, was elected by arousing majority 
and will take his seat in February next, In 
answer to a question about the condition of 
things generally in his State, Gov. Berry 
said: , 

‘‘Arkansas is more prosperous in every 
particular than ever before. ‘The Stateis ad- 
vancing very rapidly. Our crops are even 
better than we expected, and in every way 


we have no reason to complain.” 
“‘How about the political outlook ?” 
“That is just as rosy, when looked at by a 
Democrat, as anything else. At the last elec- 
tion, at which a full vote was breught out, 
the Democrats polled over 87,000, the Repub 
licans more than 49,000, and the Greenback- 
ers 10,141. Wehave no reason to complain 
on this score.”’

We were 
formerly entitled to but four members, but 
the last apportionment gives us five, one of 
whom is elected at large.”
